REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. 


The Committee in closing the duties of another year report as fol- 
lows, commencing with some particulars respecting each District. 

No. 1.—-The teacher in this for Summer and Autumn had not be- 
fore taught, and gave evidence of becoming one of the first class of 
teachers. And no doubt would have done more with three times as 
many scholars. 

No. 2.—The teacher of the Summer school was energetic and suc- 
cessful. A little more persuasiveness may add to her usefulness. 

The winter term was taught by a female of considerable experience 
in teaching, she was respected and loved by her pupils. More decis- 
ion in discipline would add to her efficiency. Several scholars in this 
district were not prepared for school when it commenced and were 
not punctual after they entered, injuring their own improvement and 
that of the school in general. 

No.3,—The teacher of the Summer school had many traits to in-

terest scholars. The Committee visited this the first week and was 


in a short time the third or fourth week. The teacher’s health failed 


and there was no examination at the close. Register not properly 
filled out.” The teacher of the autumn term was a female who loves 
the work and applies the improvements in teaching to a good purpose 
using the ontline maps with much profit. She was kind yet decided 
in her discipline. Many of the scholars in this district were not ready 
to attend when the school commenced. Items in Register well an- 


swered. 


No.4.—The teacher of the Summer school had not before taught 
and probably learned something from experience during the term. 
She was thought by some to be too severe in her discipline, still the 
school appeared well at the examination. " 

The winter school was taught by a male teacher who was energet- 
ic and excited a deep interest among parents and children; used the 
outline maps with advantage, gave much attention to reading and 
spelling, often meeting in the evening to spell and rehearse pieces 
and at the close of the school held an exhibition in the Vestry where 
a very large number of listeners were gathered. The minds of many 
scholars were evidently much quickened. Several of the selections 
for exhibition in the judgement of the Committee had better have been 
omitted, and some parts of other pieces left out. Hven for amusement 


we do not need so much of the comic. The memory should be stored 


with what will be useful and salutary. By application the teacher 
is capable of becoming pre-eminent in the business of teaching. He 
is now engaged in a private school in the same district. 

No .5.—The Summer school was only six weeks. The teacher had 
earned a high reputation, having taught the same school two terms 
the year before and hence did much good in this short time. The 
Committee did not notice a single whisper during the afternoon of 
examination, proving that this object can be gained, for many of the 
of the scholars were small and by nature restless, and we would like 
to witness this order in all the schools. The winter school was taught 
by a female who seemed deeply interested in her work, and on examin- 
ation the progress of the scholars was manifest; yet in the opinion of 
the Committee more benefit would have been realized by preventing 
whispering and loud studying. 

No. 6.—The Summer school was taught by one who has uniformly 
been successful in teaching, and the progress made in this school was 
most marked in the usual studies and also in committing to memory 
useful pieces and rehearsing them. The teacher has formed the habit 
of talking too much in school, against which she should guard in future 
for her own comfort and health. The teacher in the autumn had 
taught only one school before and exhibited many traits of becoming 
a superior teacher; to accomplish this she should speak more distinct- 
ly and be more strict in governing. 

No. 7.—The teacher of the summer school was young in years and 
not having taught before some fears were expressod that she would not 
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succeed buton trial it was found that these were groundless. The ~ 
school appeared pleasant and profitable. More distinctness in asking 
questions and stricter discipline are necessary to the highest success. _ 
The teacher of the winter term had not before taught. His an- 
swers to questions on examination were promptand correct. Soon af- 
ter commencing the school many of the larger scholars had an impres- 
sion that he would not or could not govern the school, and there was 
much misconduct both in the house and in the recreations without; 
the Superintending Committee were asked to visit the school and did — 
so making suggestions to teacher and scholars hoping all would take 
hold and do their best. Still quite anumber left the school and were 
not present at the final examination. Those who were present 
appeared well and if the resthad doneas well it would have been a 
good school. In some of the schools in town the teacher might have 
been popular and useful, but he had not experience and energy sufii- 
cient to manage that successfully. 

No. 8.—The teacher of the summer school had taught in this dis- 
trict before and where she had from a child attended herself. Her 
qualifications are superior and higher activity would impart more of her 
good qualities to her pupils. 

The winter term was taught by a young man “who kept the same 
school the winter before. The Committee was in the school the first 
week and also once after, but the day of examination was the cold 
Friday, and the roads were so filled that the Committee did not attend 
and farther report cannot be given. 

A Select. School of ten weeks was held in the Vestry with 24 schol § 
ars from five dfferent school districts. It was a very pleasant and 
useful term; this was clear gain as experience teaches that these select 
schools do very much to excite the young to higher attainments and 
the great benefit which may be secured by union of plan and effort. 


BOOKS. 

Town’s Readers have been used seven years, hence it may be 
thought desirable to change for some other series later published 
and more valuable; besides the facts and language of this have become 
very familiar to every child. Towers Elements in grammar was the 
past winter used in two schools by classes of beginners and one teacher 
remarked respecting one of these classes they had learned five 
times as much as they would in the old grammat and this is the im- 
pression of the Committee Children will soon learn enough more to 
pay for new books. Let the selection be wisely made and let the 
children see how neatly they will keep their books and how much they 
will learn from them. 

PaRENTS should provide books and teach their children te preserve 
them with care, for thus a habit of vast importance will be formed. 
Parents should visit the schools still more than they do and sympa- 
thize with the teacher, who has 20, 30 or more restless youth to guide. 
Parents should see that their children attend through the whole school 
if possible and see that they are obedient to every regulation and if 
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 allis not. quite in accordance with your judgement be careful and not 
find fault with the teacher in the presence of your children, for it will 
do no good and often do very much harm. Let parents set their faces 
+ against all mean conduct, among scholars and exert their influence to © 
elevate the standard of morals as well as education. Profaneness hag 
_. become notorious among scholars, therefore let all unite to oppose the 
- floods of iniquity that flow in; let shame rest on wrong doers that 
profane and obscene practicesmay no more be heard of among our 
youth. — 

TacuERs should educate the conscience as well as the intellect. 
The State law definitely requires that moral duties should be enjoined 
by those who have the care of youth, and by a suitable appeal to the 

gonscience much may be done to govern well. Teachers should study 
the different dispositions of youth and deal with them accordingly. 
~'Phey should not apply to a common school what might be’ proper in 
a high school or Acadomy. They should labor to be more and more 
‘thorough and correct, for young minds are quick to detect errors and 
some scholars now think themselves wiser ‘than their teachers. A 
higher standard must be attained or our schools will be of comparative- 
“ly little benefit. Teachers must attend more to their duty in making 
‘Out'the items in the Register; the past year in this respect there are 
‘radical defects. These Registers shouldbe early returned to the Su- 
-perintending Commitiee. 
* “Propentrat Commirress should engage their teacher much earlier 
_ than usual, it would be a saving of time for them and they can have 
a better choice. The proof of a good farmer or mechanic is in his 
work: so of a good teacher the proof isin the success. Some schools 
require teachers of much wisdom and great energy of purpose. Some 
~ men from their skill and energy will do five times as much as others, 
and there is more difference than this in teachers. 
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_ The improvement in these has not advanced as fast as it ought. 
The houses in District No. 1.2 and 6 are really unfit forschool pur- 
poses and-some of the others need repairs, and the best need to be 
» watched with care and guarded from injury. If districts No. 1. and 2, 

would harmoniously unite and form one and build a good house the 

cause of education would be greatly promoted in the view of disinteres« 

ted persons. ‘The people in No. 6. should lose no time in building 

a new‘house. It is not possible to have first rate schools in miserable 

houses. The conscience ought to be aroused to this matter. 

In short the various instrumentalities in all particulars should be
